FIRE SAVES FRUIT 
Monday night, Samuel Swartz, propri­ 
etor of the state supervision orchards, at 
Lehman* neat Spring Grove, who is the 
owner of one of the model orchards, prob­ 
ably has saved the production in 3i acre 
tract, by means of a heating system, which 
consists of 150 oil heaters that are placed 
throughout the orchard 
On Monday 
night, at 12 o’clock, when the thermome- 
ters fell to the freezing paint, Mr, Swartz 
was awakened in his sleeping apartment 
by an electric alarm. 
He went to the or­ 
chard and put the stoves in operation- 
The temperature was changed from 7 to 10 
degrees, by the heat of the Btovee. 
The 
temperature was as low as 24 decrees on 


• 
Monday evening had it not been for the 
heaters, Mr. Swartz’s peach buds, would 
have been frozen. I t required 300 gallons 
of oil to operate the heaters for one night. 
When Mr. Swartz examined the buds in 
the two acre orchard at the rear of his 
barn, where the heaters had not been 
used, he found all the buds frozen. Those 
in the heated 3$ acre orchard were found 
to be unharmed. 


William Reever, about 65 years old, a 
well known resident of near Larue, York 
county, committed suicide in the barn 
upon his farm at about 3 o’clock Wednes­ 
day morning by shooting himself in the 
breast with a shot gun. 
Reever had ap 
parently been in good health and spirits. 
With Reever lived his wife and three 
daughters. 
No person heard him get out 
of bed, but his wife was aroused by the 
report of a gun, coming from the direc­ 
tion of the barn. A glance showed her 
that her husband was not fn bed and she 
hurried oui of the house in search of him. 
On the threshing floor of the barn she 
found him quite dead with his shot gun 
close by and a gaping hole in his bn. ast. 
He had evidently held the muzzle of the 
gun against his body and pulled the trig­ 
ger. Surviying the suicide in addition to 
his wife and three daughters are two sons. 


After eating his dinner, one day recent­ 
ly. Beacon Akers, accompanied by his 
young brother Vernon,, of Fulton county, 
went to the woods nearby to cut down 
trees for cross ties. 
The first tree tliev 
• 
- 
cut was a large white oak. and when it 
started to fall Benson shouted to Vernon, 
who was standing near, to run away, but 
before he could do so, trunk of the tree 
split and swered to one side, catching the 
boy and crushing him up against an ad­ 
joining stump with tremendous force. 
The tree then rebounded, allowing the 
young man to fall to the ground. 
Benson 
lifted him up, and with the unconscious 
form started to the house, three hundred 
yards distant* 
Before reaching their 
home, Vernon regained consciousness, 
but soon again relapsed, and died ten 
minutes after being taken into the houee.

Mr. and Mrs. John Fowler, the former 
from Abbottstown, and the latter before 
marriage, Miss Eliza Noel, of near that 
place, both well known in this section, 
for many years residing in Dayton, were 
in the path of the flood.

ered the second story of their home, and 
they were obliged to spend two days and 
nights in the attic without frod. 
On tho 
third day when they could leave their 
home, they found their stable against the 
home in the back yard. 
Two adjoining 
houses were also lodged in their yard. Mr. 
and Mrs. Fowler lost all their personal ef­ 
fects. 


The letter also states that the family of 
Harry Lawrence, also from this vicinity, 
was also caught in the flood. 
Their dou­ 
ble dwelling house was cover with water 
and split in twro, and everything ruined. 
Mr. Lawrence is confined in the insano 
asylum for some time 
The couple had 
twTo adopted daughters, one of whom, 
formerly a Miss O’Tool, of Emmitsburg, 
had been married and resided in Colum­ 
bus, O , where she and juer two small chil­ 
dren were caught in the flood and drown­ 
ed. 


LOST LIFE IN THE FLOOD. 


Mrs. T. C. Noel, of Centennial, received 
a letter from her cousin, Mrs Josephine 
O’Neil Hines, of Dayton, Ohio, under date 
of April 7th, containing a brief account of 
her experience in the flood and the drown­ 
ing of her sister, Mrs. Martha O’Neil Ful- 
weiler. while both were struggling in the 
raging waters. These ladies, widows, were 
daughters of the late James O’Neil, rela­ 
tives of the O’Neils, of Mt. Rock and vi­ 
cinity.

Dear Cousin :—I will try to write a few 
lines but my heart is broken, when I tell 
you that all I lived for is gone.

Martha w’as drowned, I had to see her try­ 
ing to hold to the roof and three times her 
hands slipped. 
I cannot tell you very 
much about it. 
I was saved and she is 
gone. We were in the water on the piano; 
it turned with us and then we were thrown 
into the water. 
I was taken to the next 
house. 
Her^ body caught in a wire and 
hung from Tuesday until Thursday.

was taken to the Relief an I a friend or­ 
dered hef"boby to the undertaker on a 
hill across from the Relief, and I suppos­ 
ed that it would all be all right, She was 
buried last Monday from St. Mary’s 
church. 
You may know how terrible it 
was. There is nothing but two chairs left 
in the house.

It is said that no living auk has been 
peen since 1844. 
Tho birds were ex­ 
terminated by the ruthless traffic in 
their eggs and skins, although their 
numbers were greatly reduced by tbelr 
wholesale slaughter for food. 
Many 
mlsconecptlons have survived as to the 
great auk, which for years has been 
regarded as a sort of fabled bird, like 
the roc or the dodo. 
In size the crea­ 
ture did not differ much from the tame 
goose, and its title of “great” was giv­ 
en to it distinguish it from the small­ 
er, or razor billed auk. 
The most re­ 
markable characteristic of tho great 
auk was its inability to fly.

Guns 
boomed a formal farewell. Comrade» 
gripped his hand and Wished him a 
^miiing godspeed. 


Only a few days ago his body was 
taken to a little burial plot outside the 
city of Lowell and lowered to its last 
resting place. 
No ceremonial guard 
from the navy reversed arms at the 
graveside, no bugler from the ships 
founded “taps,” none of the men who 
had been his friends in stations at 
home and abroad bowed heads in re­ 
gret 


Only Strangers at His Grave. 


lieside the grave was only a little 
group of strangers. His widow and her 
in lighter remained in the background. 
A half dozen of the lookers-on, under­ 
takers, hackmen and reporters, were 
his pallbearefs, and his plaJn pine 
cpfnn was let down by an improvised 
sling made from the harnesses of the 
horses which had drawn his hearse. 


The contrast in the two events was 
typical of the remarkable difference 
between the early and late portions of 
bis career. 
For four decades he had 
Aon reward after reward until he had 
reached the highest place. The whole 
world had been his field of service. 
He had commanded the respect of a 
long line of distinguished superiors, 
had brought his cruller* in <%af»tv 


through the aangers of the famous 
Santiago fight and had done efficient 
duty throughout the Spanish war. 


He was received gladly in the beet 
social circles, a member of clubs and 
organizations 
of 
recognized 
prom 
lnence, and was noted for his execu 
tive ability and scientific attainments. 
He was a scholar of ability and of 
wide reading. 
He had been a profes­ 
sor at the naval academy and had 
written Interestingly on both histor­ 
ical and technical subjects. 


Became “Town Character." 


That was one side of the man. The 
other showed him living almost Iso­ 
lated on a back road in the country. 
With no near neighbors and only an 
occasional visitor he went his way 
unmindful of any but his own Con­ 
cerns. 
Any day he might be seen 
wandering about his place in rough 
clothes and overalls, doing the work 
of a farm helper. 


From being one of the most looked- 
up-to personages in the community ho 
became little by little hardly 
more 
than a “town character." His strange 
methods of life, his pecularities of 
personality, and his domestic difficul­ 
ties made .him the object of eager 
gossip. His past was often forgotten, 
but his present was keenly remem­ 
bered. 


During the w’eek before he 
had 
been seen in West Norwell apparent­ 
ly In robust health. 
He had 
been 
about his house and grounds or pot 
tering as usual among his hens. Then 
came the announcement of his death, 
a death strangely in keeping with the 
oddness of his latter days. 


Secrecy Follows Death Report. 


Just what happened has been made 
a matter of secrecy by those who have 
investigated the circumstances. There 
was, however, something about the 
death which caused the authorities to 
become immediately active. 
Medical 
Examiner Osgood of Rockland at once 
got in touch with the officers of the 
state police, following an autopsy. 


Scarcely less remarkable than the 
lonely death of this once honored nav­ 
al commander was his lonesome and 
pathetic burial. 
Probably no other 
officer of high rank in the service of 
the United States was ever laid at 
rest with so little regard to his past 
achievements. 


Not a single brother-in-arms of this 
veteran sailor, wrho had given nearly 
40 years of his life to his country 
from the time he served as a middy 
under Farragut until he retired a rear 
admiral, was present to signify love 
and regard. 
None of the bluejackets, 
none of the marines who had fought 
with him and done his bidding were 
anywhere to be seen. 


There had been a simple funeral 
service at the Assinippi home which 
was attended only by the family and 
a scattering of neighbors and then 
the body was taken to Lowell for bur­ 
ial at Dracut, beside that of his first 
wife and a daughter who had died 
many years ago. Of all his friends and 
relatives, only his wife and one of 
his stepdaughters were present 
Strange Scene in Cemetery. 


The rest of the little company that 
surrounded the grave were strangers, 
The scene was in an out-of-the-way 
corner of Oaklawn cemetery in 
the 
town of Dracut A hearse arrived, a 
carriage containing 
the 
Wife 
and 
daughter, and others containing the 
undertaker, his assistants, newspaper 
men and photographers made up the 
shabby cortege. 


Then came the saddest Incident of 
all in a sad day. The wife and daugh­ 
ter remained in the carriage looking 
on dazedly. From time to time the 
girl wept quietly. The hearse drew up 
but there was nobody ready to move 
the casket 
The need of pall-bearers 
had been forgotten. 


After a moment of uncertainty the 
undertaker called to the driver of 
the hearse and a hackman. As they 
stepped forward a newspaper man and 
a photographer offered to help. These 
four, with the undertaker, and his as­ 
sistant, bore the body to the grave­ 
side. 


There was another pause and then 
it was discovered that the usual slings 
by'which a coffin is lowered 
were 
missing. 
While the little company of 
strangers looked on in 
a 
silence, 
punctured only by the clicking of cam- 
ei’as, the driver of the hearse unfas­ 
tened his reins, looped them beneath 
the plain pine casket, and at a sign 
from the undertaker the casket slid 
at last from sight. No prayer was of­ 
fered, and no word 
of 
condolence 
spoken. Without more ado the watch­ 
ers turned and filed into their car­ 
riages. 


Made No Effort to Hold Friends. 
That was the last episode of a bi­ 
zarre chapter of Incidents which made 
up Rear Admiral Eaton's peculiarly 
changing life since 
his 
retirement 
from the navy. Never had there been 
a more striking transition from high 
dignities, respect and social recogni­ 
tion to neglect, disregard and practi­ 
cal ostracism. 


The change, however, was not ab­ 
rupt. It came little by little with the 
passing years. It was due in a large 
measure to Eaton himself and the 
manner which he had chosen to live. 
If his friends fell away, it was be­ 
cause he made no effort to hold them. 
Jf his position in the social world 
altered, it was because of the sensa­ 
tional incidents with which his name 


and 
pronouncedly 
a 
man 
among 
men. 


There was nothing In his material 
circumstances either to bring about 
the charge. 
He was well-to-do in a 
moderate way. 
He drew his retire 
ment pay of $2,260 a year, and had be­ 
sides considerable means of his own. 
It seemed as if he had a long period 
of well deserved leisure at bis dis­ 
posal. 


Lsft Navy Yard In 1905. 


He left the Charleston navy yard 
In 1906, and in the following year, 
while a resident of Washington, his 
first wife died. The marriage had al­ 
ways been considered a particularly 
happy one, and* friends of Eaton were 
not a little surprised when a short 
time afterward th ey . learned he had 
again married. 


His second wife was a divorcee, the* 
former wife of D. H. Ainsworth, at 
one time clerk of the United States 
senate, and later employed as a clerk, 
Iniihis c it/ 
She was th e daughter of* 
George Harrison of Alexandria, Va., 
and a relative of ex-President Har­ 
rison. 
Mrs. Eaton was some twenty 
years younger th a n her B econd hus­ 
band.

Curios From All Parts of World. 


Although the place was not unat­ 
tractive, it was far away 
from

It is not large, a two-story 
affair with the barn attached at the 
side and rear.

The greater 
number 
found 
have^ whito ground, but others are of 
various shades or buff. In some cases 
the markings are spots, 
shown 
in 
blotches or lines. 


It is said that no living auk has been 
peen since 1844. Tho birds were ex- 
terminated by the ruthless traffic In 
their eggs and skins, although their 
numbers were greatly reduced by their 
wholesale slaughter for food. 
Many 
misconccptions have survived as to the 
great auk. which for years has been 
regarded as a sort of fabled bird, like 
the roc or the dodo. 
In size the crea- 
ture did not differ much from the tamo 
goose, and Its title of "great" was giv- 
en to it distinguish it from the small- 
er. or razor billed auk. 
The most re- 
markable characteristic of the great 
auk was its inability to fly. Its wings 
were scarcely more than fins, which 
aided the bird in swimming.

was

ferred to the casual ward ^ of a hos- 
pital, but an official there would not 
admit him because he had no order.

According to the testimony 
of a night watchman at the Salvation 
army shelter, the prisoner had asked

admitted 
thero 
about

o'clock a. m. to dry his clothes. 


When the watchman told him to

turned away from police station and a 
hospital, and declined to dispose of 
the case until he ascertained whether 
it was true.

Inence, and was noted for his cxecu* 
tive ability and scientific attainments. 
He was a scholar of ability and of 
wide reading. 
He had been a profes- 
sor at the naval academy and had 
written Interestingly on both histor- 
ical and techttlcal subjects. 


Becsmt "Town Character." 


That was one side of the man. The 
other showed him living almost Iso- 
lated on a back road in the country. 
With no near neighbors and only an 
occasional visitor he went his 
way 
unmindful of any but his own Con- 
cerns. 
Any day he might be 
seen 
wandering about his place In rough 
clothes and overalls, doing the work 
of a farm helper. 


From being one of the most looked- 
up-to personages in the community ho 
became little by little hardly 
more 
than a "town character." His strange 
methods of life, his 
pecularitles 
of 
personality, and his domestic difficul- 
ties made ,hlm the object of eager 
gossip. 
His past was often forgotten, 
but his present was keenly 
remem- 
bered. 


During the w*eek before he 
had 
been seen In West Norwell apparent- 
ly in robust health. 
He had 
been 
about his house and grounds or pot- 
tering as usual among his hens. Then 
came the announcement of his death, 
a death strangely in keeping with the 
oddness of his latter days. 


Secrecy Follows Death Report. 


Just what happened has been made 
a matter of secrecy by those who have 
Investigated the circumstances. 
There 
was, however, something about 
the 
death which caused the authorities to 
become immediately active. 
Medical 
Examiner Osgood of Rockland at once 
got in touch with the officers of the 
state 
police, following an 
autopsy. 


Scarcely less remarkable than the 
lonely death of this once honored nav- 
al commander was his lonesome and 
pathetl^ burial. 
Probably no 
other 
officer of high rank In the service of 
the United States was ever laid at 
rest with so little regard to his past 
achievements. 


Not a single brother-in-arms of this 
veteran sailor, who had given nearly 
40 years of his life to his country 
from the time he served as a middy 
under Farragut until he retired a rear 
admiral, was present to signify love 
and regard. 
None of the bluejackets, 
none of the marines who had fought 
with him and done his bidding were 
anywhere to be seen. 


There had been a simple 
funeral 
service at the Asslnippl home which 
was attended only by the family and 
a scattering of neighbors and then 
the body was taken to Lowell for bur- 
ial at Dracut, beside that of his first 
wife and a daughter who had died 
many years ago. Of all his friends and 
relatives, only his wife and one of 
his stepdaughters 
were 
present 
Strange Scene In Cemetery. 
The rest of the little company that 
surrounded the grave were strangers. 
The scene was In an out-of-the-way 
corner of Oaklawn cemetery in 
the 
town of Dracut. A hearse arrived, a 
carriage containing 
the 
Wife 
and 
daughter, and others containing the 
undertaker, his assistants, newspaper 
men and photographers made up the 
shabby cortege. 


Then came the saddest incident of 
all In a sad day. 
The wife and daugh- 
ter remained In the carriage looking 
on dazedly. 
From time to time the 
girl wept quietly. The hearse drew up 
but there was nobody ready to move 
the casket. 
The need of pall-bearers 
had been forgotten. 


After a moment of uncertainty the 
undertaker 
called to the 
driver 
of 
the hearse and a hackman. As they 
stepped forward a newspaper man and 
a photographer offered to help. These 
four, with the undertaker, and his as- 
sistant, bore the body to the grave- 
side. 


There was another pause and then

spoken. 
Without more ado the watch- 
ers turned and filed Into their car- 
riages. 


Made No Effort to Hold Friends. 
That was the last episode of a bi- 
zarre chapter of Incidents which made 
up Rear Admiral Eaton's 
peculiarly 
changing life since 
his 
retirement 
from the navy. 
Never had there been 
a more striking transition from high 
dignities, respect and social recogni- 
tion to neglect, disregard and practi- 
cal ostracism. 


The change, however, was not ab- 
rupt. 
It came little by llttje with the 
passing years. 
It was due in a large 
measure to Eaton himself 
and 
the 
manner which he had chosen to live. 
If his friends fell away, it was be- 
cause be made no effort to hold them. 
Jf his position Jn the social 
world 
altered, it was because of the sensa- 
tional Incidents with which his name 
had been linked and his contempt for 
conventions. 


Rear Admiral Eaton

when he retired from the navy.

He was 
straight, alert and energetic.

was not at all evident at that time.

It seemed as If he had a long period 
of well deserved leisure at bis dis- 
posal. 


Left Navy Yard In 1905. 


He left the Charleston navy yard 
In 1905, and in the following year, 
while a resident of Washington, his 
first wife died. 
The marriage had al- 
ways been considered a particularly 
happy one, and« friends of Eaton were 
not a little surprised when a short 
time afterward they , learned he had 
again married. 


His second wife was a divorcee, the* 
former wife of D. H. AInsworth, at 
one time clerk of the United States 
senate, and later employed as a clerk,

She was the daughter of 
George Harrison of Alexandria, Va., 
and a relative of ex-PresIdent Har- 
rison.

It was soon after that the fam- 
ily moved to Asslnippl. 


Why Rear Admiral Eaton chose that 
out-of-the-way, village 
for 
his home 
and so altered his former way of life 
has not been satisfactorily /explained. 
The D. Franklin Jacobs estate which 
he purchased lies In the township of 
West Norwell on the road 
between.

Curios From All Parts of World. 


Although the place was not unat- 
tractive, it was far away 
from 
any 
scenes of activity. 
It was situated on 
a road well back from the village and 
was nearly a half-mile from tho near- 
est house. 
The house Itself is a pleas-/ 
ant building of the type of a half-cen- 
tury ago. 
It is not large, a two-story 
affair with the barn attached at the 
side and rear.

Little by Jittle, however, they drop- 
ped many of their acquaintances and 
began to live more and more to them- 
selves. 
Admiral Eaton busied himself 
among his hens, of which he kept as 
many as 500, and entered Into an ap- 
parently prosperous business of ship- 
ping chickens and eggs to the Boston 
market. 


Dropped Clubs and Becsms Farmer. 
Then there began to be gossip about 
the admiral and his domestic 
rela- 
tions. 
People noticed that he appear- 
ed to have developed a certain eccen- 
tricity. 
He seemed to lose interest In 
the affairs of those 
about 
him. 
He 
dropped out entirely from naval clr^ 
cles in Boston, and was seldom seen 
at his clubs. 
He became less and less 
the spick and span officer, and more 
and more the farmer.
